When the, Revolution first broke oui, snd, with astounding 
rapidity, the Romanoff dynesty waa overthrown, it. was generally 
imagined that tue Rassians had found s happy issue ont of all their 
troubles, and that, with the “dark forosa” out of the way, our Ally 
would settle down to the waging of ruthless warfare on the: enemy. 
But that was hoping too. mach.* Revolutions in s country such 88 
Rasds sre not so speedily consumated. Thus to-day we find s 

atate of sfisira existing which; eo far se the Allies are concerned, 
ia no whit better than that which previously prevailed;if, indeed, 
jt ia so encouraging. Prior to the Revolution, the Rassian Armies 
were at lesst making some ebow of. fighting: god were holding up 
grest’ masses of the enemy on their several fronts.
